The toyman ex-
plained the demand for German soldlers
by the fact that the Engllsh voungstérs
ara anxious to pit them against Britlah
toy soldlers, the latter army, of course,
always winning, He sald:

“No Ind with any patriotism would
enll any of his Britlah soldlers Germans,
and as It Is necessary to have an army
of the enemy they¥ are buying German
poldlers.”

0Of course, the male of Britlah soldlera
Is muech greater, for the youthful Britons
bellave In preponderating numbers  to
smash the enemy. There is a big mowve-
ment on foot to have all German-made
toys hoyeotted.
